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INTRODUCTION 

This  report  presents  preliminary  statistics  from  the  1 987 
Census  of  Manufactures  for  those  establishments  classi- 
fied in  the  industries  listed  above.  These  data  will  be 
superseded  by  a  more  comprehensive  final  paperbound 
report.  The  method  of  data  collection  and  use  of  adminis- 
trative data  are  discussed  in  detail  in  the  appendix. 

All  dollar  figures  included  in  this  report  are  at  prices 
current  for  the  year  specified  and,  therefore,  unadjusted  for 
changes  in  price  levels.  Consequently,  when  making  com- 
parisons to  prior  years,  users  should  take  into  consider- 
ation the  inflation  that  has  occurred. 

The  definitions  of  these  industries  are  the  same  as 
those  used  in  the  1987  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
(SIC)  Manual.1 

INDUSTRY  2371,  FUR  GOODS 

In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  Industry  2371 ,  Fur 
Goods,  had  employment  of  2.1  thousand.  The  employment 
figure  was  38  percent  below  the  3.4  thousand  reported  in 
1982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $422.6  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
1 00  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 
(coverage  ratio).  In  1982,  the  coverage  ratio  was  99.  The 
products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $399.2  million  in  1 987.

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $292.6  million  in  1987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3. 

INDUSTRY  2381,  FABRIC  DRESS  AND  WORK 
GLOVES 

In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  Industry  2381, 
Fabric  Dress  and  Work  Gloves,  had  employment  of  4.9 
thousand.  The  employment  figure  was  28  percent  below 
the  6.8  thousand  reported  in  1 982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $180.2  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
58  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 
(coverage  ratio).  In  1 982,  the  coverage  ratio  was  73.  The 
products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $191.7  million  in  1987. 

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $80.8  million  in  1 987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3. 

INDUSTRY  2384,  ROBES  AND  DRESSING 
GOWNS 

In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  Industry  2384, 
Robes  and  Dressing  Gowns,  had  employment  of  9.0 
thousand.  The  employment  figure  was  3  percent  below  the 
9.3  thousand  reported  in  1 982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $545.9  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
71  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 
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(coverage  ratio).  In  1982,  the  coverage  ratio  was  81.  The 
products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $574.3  million  in  1987. 

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $310.5  million  in  1987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3.

The  products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $546.8  million  in  1 987. 

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $295.4  million  in  1987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3. 


INDUSTRY  2385,  WATERPROOF  OUTERWEAR 

In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  industry  2385, 
Waterproof  Outerwear,  had  employment  of  6.4  thousand. 
The  employment  figure  was  31  percent  below  the  9.3 
thousand  reported  in  1982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $329.4  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
85  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 
(coverage  ratio).  In  1982,  the  coverage  ratio  was  88.  The 
products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $316.3  million  in  1987. 

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $161.4  million  in  1987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3. 


INDUSTRY  2386,  LEATHER  AND  SHEEP-LINED 
CLOTHING 

In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  Industry  2386, 
Leather  and  Sheep-Lined  Clothing,  had  employment  of  2.1 
thousand.  The  employment  figure  was  51  percent  below 
the  4.3  thousand  reported  in  1982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $197.6  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
98  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 
(coverage  ratio).  In  1982,  the  coverage  ratio  was  94.  The 
products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $170.8  million  in  1987. 

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $108.5  million  in  1987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3. 


INDUSTRY  2387,  APPAREL  BELTS 

In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  Industry  2387, 
Apparel  Belts,  had  employment  of  10.5  thousand.  The 
employment  figure  was  10  percent  below  the  11.7  thou- 
sand reported  in  1982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $629.7  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
95  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 


INDUSTRY  2389,  APPAREL  AND  ACCESSORIES, 
N.E.C. 


In  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures,  Industry  2389, 
Apparel  and  Accessories,  N.E.C,  had  employment  of  8.1 
thousand.  The  employment  figure  was  7  percent  below  the 
8.7  thousand  reported  in  1982. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  establishments  classi- 
fied in  this  industry  was  $383.2  million. 

In  1987,  establishments  in  this  industry  accounted  for 
67  percent  of  products  considered  primary  to  the  industry 
regardless  of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  produced 
(coverage  ratio).  In  1982,  the  coverage  ratio  was  91.  The 
products  primary  to  this  industry  appear  in  table  2  and 
aggregated  to  $468.2  million  in  1987. 

The  cost  of  materials  and  services  used  by  establish- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $166.7  million  in  1987. 
Data  on  specific  materials  consumed  appear  in  table  3.

APPENDIX 
Scope  and  Coverage  and  Explanation  of  Terms 


GENERAL 

The  1 987  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  32nd  census 
of  manufacturing  establishments  conducted  in  the  United 
States.  For  1 987,  it  was  conducted  as  part  of  the  economic 
censuses,  which  included  the  censuses  of  mineral  indus- 
tries, construction  industries,  retail  and  wholesale  trades, 
service  industries,  selected  transportation  activities,  and 
minority-owned  and  women-owned  businesses,  under  author- 
ity of  title  13  of  the  United  States  Code.  Title  13  specifies 
that  an  economic  census  be  conducted  every  5  years  to 
cover  years  ending  in  2  and  7. 


For  these  nonmail  establishments,  (and  a  small  number 
of  larger  establishment  whose  reports  were  not  received  at 
the  time  the  data  were  tabulated)  data  on  employment, 
payroll,  and  receipts  were  obtained  from  administrative 
records  of  other  government  agencies  rather  than  from 
census  forms.  The  administrative-record  information  was 
then  used  in  conjunction  with  industry  averages  to  esti- 
mate the  data  for  these  establishments.  The  value  of 
shipments  and  cost  of  materials  were  not  distributed 
among  specific  products  and  materials  but  were  included 
in  the  product  and  material  "not  specified  by  kind"  (n.s.k.) 
categories. 


SCOPE  AND  COVERAGE 

Establishment  Basis  of  Reporting 

The  census  of  manufactures  is  conducted  on  an  estab- 
lishment basis.  All  manufacturing  establishments  with  one 
paid  employee  or  more  at  any  time  during  the  year  are 
covered  by  the  census  of  manufactures.  Therefore,  a 
company  operating  at  more  than  one  location  is  required  to 
file  a  separate  report  for  each  location.  This  report  excludes 
information  for  separately  operated  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  and  other  auxiliary  units  which  serv- 
ice manufacturing  establishments  of  the  same  company. 
Where  these  auxiliary  operations  are  conducted  at  the 
same  location  as  the  manufacturing  operation,  they  are 
usually  included  in  the  report  for  the  operating  manufac- 
turing establishment. 

Use  of  Administrative  Records 

From  a  universe  of  approximately  350,000  manufactur- 
ing establishments  in  the  1987  Census  of  Manufactures, 
approximately  150,000  small  single-establishment  compa- 
nies were  excused  from  filing  reports.  Selection  of  the 
small  establishment  nonmail  cases  was  done  on  an  industry- 
by-industry  basis.  A  variable  cutoff  was  used  to  determine 
those  establishments  for  which  administrative  records 
were  to  be  used  in  place  of  a  census  report.  The  cutoffs 
were  selected  so  the  administrative-record  cases  would 
account  for  approximately  3  percent  or  less  of  the  value  of 
shipments  for  the  industry.  These  cutoffs  were  then  adjusted 
so  that  all  single-establishment  companies  with  less  than  5 
employees  were  excluded  from  the  mail  canvass,  while  all 
establishments  with  more  than  20  employees  were  included. 
Where  establishments  in  the  5  to  20  employee  size  range 
were  included  in  the  mail  canvass,  an  abbreviated  census 
form  was  frequently  used. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Number  of  establishments  and  companies-A  sepa- 
rate report  was  required  for  each  manufacturing  establish- 
ment (plant)  with  one  employee  or  more.  An  establishment 
is  defined  as  a  single  physical  location  where  manufactur- 
ing is  performed.  A  company,  on  the  other  hand,  is  defined 
as  a  business  organization  consisting  of  one  establishment 
or  more  under  common  ownership  or  control. 

All  employees-Includes  all  full-time  and  part-time  employ- 
ees on  the  payrolls  at  any  time  during  the  year.  Included 
are  all  persons  on  paid  sick  leave,  paid  holidays,  and  paid 
vacations.  Officers  of  corporations  are  included  as  employ- 
ees; proprietors  and  partners  of  unincorporated  firms  are 
excluded.  The  "all  employees"  number  is  the  average 
number  of  production  workers  plus  the  number  of  other 
employees  in  mid-March.  The  number  of  production  work- 
ers is  the  average  of  those  for  midmonth  payroll  periods  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November. 

Production  workers-Includes  workers  up  through 
the  working-supervisor  level  engaged  in  fabricating, 
processing,  assembling,  inspecting,  receiving,  packing, 
warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivering),  maintenance, 
repair,  janitorial,  guard  services,  product  development, 
auxiliary  production  for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power- 
plant),  recordkeeping,  and  other  closely  associated 
services.  Truckdrivers  delivering  ready-mixed  concrete 
are  also  included  in  production  workers. 

Other  employees-Includes  nonproduction  person- 
nel, including  those  engaged  in  the  following  activities: 
supervision  above  working-supervisor  level,  sales  (including 
driver/salespersons),  sales  delivery  (truckdrivers  and 
helpers),  advertising,  credit  collection,  installation  and 
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servicing  of  own  product,  clerical  and  routine  office 
functions,  executive,  purchasing,  finance,  legal,  person- 
nel (including  cafeteria,  etc.),  professional,  and  techni- 
cal employees. 

Payroll-Includes  the  gross  earnings  for  the  "employees" 
defined  above,  such  as  salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
dismissal  pay,  bonuses,  vacation  and  sick  leave  pay,  and 
compensation  in  kind,  prior  to  such  deductions  as  employ- 
ees' Social  Security  contributions,  withholding  taxes,  group 
insurance,  union  dues,  and  savings  bonds.  Respondents 
were  told  that  in  reporting  they  could  follow  the  definition  of 
payrolls  used  for  calculating  the  Federal  withholding  tax. 

Production-worker  hours-Covers  hours  worked  or 
paid  for  at  the  plant,  including  actual  overtime  hours  (not 
straight-time  equivalent  hours).  It  excludes  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave  when  the  employee  was 
not  at  the  plant. 

Cost  of  materials-Refers  to  direct  charges  actually 
paid  or  payable  for  items  consumed  or  put  into  production 
during  the  year,  including  freight  charges  and  other  direct 
charges  incurred  by  the  establishment  in  acquiring  these 
materials.  It  includes  the  cost  of  materials  or  fuels  con- 
sumed, regardless  of  whether  they  were  purchased  by  the 
individual  establishment  from  other  companies,  transferred 
to  it  from  other  establishments  of  the  same  company,  or 
withdrawn  from  inventory  during  the  year. 

The  important  components  of  this  cost  item  are  (a)  all 
raw  materials,  semifinished  goods,  parts,  containers,  scrap, 
and  supplies  put  into  production  or  used  as  operating 
supplies  and  for  repair  and  maintenance  during  the  year; 
(b)  electric  energy  purchased;  (c)  fuels  consumed  for  heat, 
power,  or  generating  electricity;  (d)  work  done  by  others  on 
materials  or  parts  furnished  by  manufacturing  establish- 
ments (contract  work);  and  (e)  products  bought  and  resold 
in  the  same  condition. 

Specific  materials  consumed  (table  3)-ln  addition  to 
the  total  cost  of  materials  which  every  establishment  was 
required  to  report,  information  was  also  collected  for  most 
manufacturing  industries  on  the  consumption  of  major 
materials  used  in  manufacturing.  These  inquiries  were 
restricted  to  those  materials  which  were  important  parts  of 
the  cost  of  production  in  a  particular  industry  and  for  which 
cost  information  was  available  from  manufacturers'  records. 
Establishments  consuming  less  than  a  specified  amount 
(usually  $10,000)  of  a  specific  material  were  not  requested 
to  report  consumption  of  that  material  separately.  Also,  the 
cost  of  materials  for  the  small  establishments  for  which 
administrative  records  were  used  was  estimated  as  "not 
specified  by  kind"  (n.s.k.). 

Value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts-Generally 
refers  to  received  or  receivable  net  selling  values,  f.o.b. 
plant  (exclusive  of  freight  and  taxes),  of  all  products 
shipped,  both  primary  and  secondary,  as  well  as  all 


miscellaneous  receipts  such  as  receipts  for  contract  work 
performed  for  others,  installation  and  repair  receipts,  sale 
of  scrap,  and  sale  of  products  bought  and  resold  without 
further  processing.  Included  are  all  items  made  by  or  for 
the  establishment  from  materials  owned  by  it  whether  sold, 
transferred  to  other  plants  of  the  same  company,  or 
shipped  on  consignment.  The  net  selling  value  of  products 
made  in  one  plant  on  a  contract  basis  from  materials 
owned  by  another  was  reported  by  the  plant  providing  the 
materials. 

In  a  few  industries,  the  value  of  production  or  value  of 
work  completed  is  used  instead  of  value  of  shipments. 
These  industries  are  identified  in  the  introduction  and  are 
footnoted  in  table  1 . 

In  the  case  of  multiunit  companies,  the  manufacturer 
was  requested  to  report  the  value  of  products  transferred 
to  other  establishments  of  the  same  company  at  full 
economic  or  commercial  value,  that  is,  including  not  only 
the  direct  costs  of  production  but  also  a  reasonable 
proportion  of  "all  other  costs"  (including  company  over- 
head and  profit). 

Shipments  or  production  of  individual  products 
(table  2)-ln  the  1987  census,  detailed  shipment  informa- 
tion was  collected  for  approximately  11,000  individual 
products.  These  products  are  identified  by  a  seven-digit 
code  and  are  grouped  into  approximately  1 ,500  classes  of 
products,  which  in  turn  are  primary  to  459  four-digit  indus- 
tries. Data  at  the  five-digit  product-class  level  have  been 
collected  each  year  as  part  of  the  annual  survey  of 
manufactures.  Information  at  the  seven-digit  level,  col- 
lected for  many  industries  in  the  current  industrial  reports 
program,  is  not  included  in  this  table. 

Value  added  by  manufacture-This  measure  of  manu- 
facturing activity  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  supplies,  containers,  fuel,  purchased  electricity, 
and  contract  work  from  the  value  of  shipments  for  products 
manufactured  plus  receipts  for  services  rendered.  The 
result  of  this  calculation  is  then  adjusted  by  the  addition  of 
value  added  by  merchandising  operations  (that  is,  the 
difference  between  the  sales  value  and  cost  of  merchan- 
dise sold  without  further  manufacturing,  processing,  or 
assembly)  plus  the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and 
work-in-process  inventories  between  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  year. 

For  those  industries  where  value  of  production  is  col- 
lected instead  of  value  of  shipments  (see  footnote  in  table 
1),  value  added  is  adjusted  only  for  the  change  in  work- 
in-process  inventories  between  the  beginning  and  end  of 
the  year.  For  those  industries  where  value  of  work  done  is 
collected,  the  value  added  does  not  include  an  adjustment 
for  the  change  in  finished  goods  or  work-in-process  inven- 
tories. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  figure  for 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others.  Value 
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added  is  considered  to  be  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Expenditures  for  new  plant  and  equipment-Estab- 
lishments in  operation  and  any  known  plants  under  con- 
struction were  asked  to  report  their  expenditures  for  (a) 
permanent  additions  and  major  alterations  to  manufactur- 
ing establishments  and  (b)  new  machinery  and  equipment 
used  for  replacement  and  additions  to  plant  capacity  if  they 
are  of  the  type  for  which  depreciation  accounts  are  ordi- 
narily maintained. 

These  totals  exclude  expenditures  for  used  plant  and 
equipment,  expenditures  for  land,  and  cost  of  maintenance 
and  repairs  charged  as  current  operating  expenses.  Data 
for  used  plant  and  equipment  will  be  published  in  the  final 
industry  bulletin. 

End-of-year  inventories-Comprised  of  (a)  finished  prod- 
ucts; (b)  work-in-process;  and  (c)  materials,  supplies,  fuels, 
etc.  Beginning  in  1 982,  respondents  were  asked  to  report 
their  inventories  at  (the  lower  of)  cost  or  market  prior  to 
adjustment  to  LIFO  cost.  This  is  a  change  from  prior  years 
in  which  respondents  were  permitted  to  value  their  inven- 
tories using  any  generally  accepted  accounting  method. 


Therefore,  1982  through  1987  data  for  inventories  are  not 
strictly  comparable  to  prior-year  data. 

Specialization  and  coverage  ratios-An  establishment 
is  classified  in  a  particular  industry  if  its  shipments  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  exceed  in  value  its  ship- 
ments of  the  products  of  any  other  single  industry.  An 
establishments'  shipments  include  those  products  assigned 
to  an  industry  (primary  products),  those  considered  primary 
to  other  industries  (secondary  products),  and  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities  (merchandising,  contract  work, 
resales,  etc.).  The  following  ratios  have  been  developed  to 
measure  the  relationship  of  primary  product  shipments  to 
the  data  on  shipments  for  the  industry  shown  in  table  1  and 
data  on  product  shipments  shown  in  table  2. 

Specialization  ratio-Represents  the  ratio  of  primary 
product  shipments  to  total  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary,  excluding  miscellaneous  receipts)  for 
the  establishments  classified  in  the  industry. 

Coverage  ratio-Represents  the  ratio  of  primary  prod- 
ucts shipped  by  the  establishments  classified  in  the 
industry  to  the  total  shipments  of  such  products  that  are 
shipped  by  all  manufacturing  establishments,  wherever 
classified. 
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
